As the host of new game 
show Alphabetical, he’s surrounded by 
letters again - with each round themed 
around the letters of the alphabet. Inside 
TV spoke to Jeff to find out what had 
tempted him to return to quizzing... 

“| did Countdown for three years,” says 
the presenter, who’s best known as host of 
Sky Sports’ Soccer Saturday. “But it was 
becoming impossible to fit everything in, 
particularly because | was travelling Europe 
doing football, even though Sky gave me 
as much time as they could. So | was 
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aware that if | stepped back into anything 
else, it would have to be right. There have 
been a few offers over the years, but then 
Alphabetical came up, and | knew pretty 
quickly this was the one I’d be going for.” 
In each episode, a returning champion 
takes on three contenders over a series 
of different rounds. The questions are all 
general knowledge, but the rounds are 
themed around the alphabet in some way. 


“The questions 

are not University 
Challenge - anybody 
at home can answer” 





“You're given a letter in the first round, 
and all of the answers start with that letter,” 
explains Jeff. “Then in the next round, 
you're given the last letter, so all of the 
answers end in Y, for example. There’s a 
potentially big prize at the end of it, but 
you have to think quickly — a mistake could 
let the jackpot slip through your fingers!” 

The pace of Alphabetical is far quicker 
than the sedate atmosphere of Countdown, 
but Jeff reckons his other job as a sports 
presenter has prepared him well. 

“There’s a lot of pace in Soccer Saturday, 
and | think that helps,” he shares. “When 
we get to the final round, the contestants 
are up against the clock, and | want to make 
sure | get the questions out as clearly and

concisely as possible. If they have some 
momentum and they’ve got six, seven, eight 
questions right, the last thing they want is 
for me to be stumbling and mumbling! 

“The show has attracted a real cross- 
section of people,” continues Jeff. “There 
were people who’d never done a quiz show 
before who were just there for the fun of it, 
and one or two more serious ones who 
were thinking, ‘Hmm, this could be a nice 
payday’! The questions are not University 
Challenge, they’re the sort of thing anybody 
at home can answer — and we hope the 
people in the studio can answer them too.” 

And how does Jeff think he’d have fared? 

“Okay if it was sport or geography,” he 
muses. “You need the luck of the draw!”
